On Board The Funeral Train—The sorrow in the hearts of the 


American people over the death of their leader today was exem- 
plified by silence along the railroad side as the special train hear- 
ing the body of Warren G. Harding traversed western California 
and the wide reaches of Nevada. 


With bared heads they stood, some times in groups of hun- 


dreds sometimes only a score and sometimes singly. There was 
none too poor, none too rich, none too mighty or none too humble 
to pay their mark of respect to the memory of President Harding. 
They were conscious only of showing their sorrow, but to those on 
the funeral train they typified the American people as a whole. It 
--was the same from early morning on through the day. It had been 
the same since the train left San Francisco at 7:15 Friday evening.

On that day Mr. Hard- 
ing's body is to b*» buried at Marion. 


The proclamation was signed at 


11:18 A. M. It \v.is brought to Ihe 
president's hotel vjite by J. L. But- 
ler Wright, third assistant secretary 
of state and then v\as returned to the 
state department for 'the signature 
of Secretary Hughes. 


The president let it be known that 


the present' personnel of the Harding 
administration would continue in of- 
fice indefinitely and that he could see 
no reason for any present change or 
for the interruption of any—negoti- 
ation? now being carried on with 
foreign governments by Mr. • Hard- 
ing's appointees. 


'At his first conference with news-

lidge arrived in Washington Friday night from Plymouth,-Vt.f 
where shortly before dawn Friday he took the presidential oath Of 
office in his father's modest home. 


Going immediately to the hotel suite, which he and Mrs. 


Coolidge will occupy until they begin their residence in the White 
House, the new President went into conference with Secretary 
Hughes, Postmaster New and Senator Curtis, the Republican 
whip. Later it was announced that detailed funeral plans, fitting 
in with the schedule worked out by members of the Harding par- 
ty before its departure Friday night from San Francisco, -were be- 
ing perfected.

tion. Mr. Babson is not as bearish 
regarding the immediate condition of 
the farmer as are many of his con- 
temporaries; but he does feel that the 
farming situation will reach a crisis 
this fall. 


"Twenty years ago the great news 


item affecting industries, commerce, 
and business 
in general 
was 
the 


monthly report of the crop situation. 
For days before these crop reports 
were issued, bankers, manufacturers, 
and merchants would speculate on 
their probable figure. For days after 
these crop reports wore issued, news- 
papers would vhave 
editorials 
and 


comment thereon. I well remember 
when the telegraph 
lines and 
the 


ticker service would be held up pend- 
ing the issue of the monthly crop re- 
port in Washington. 
Such an in- 


terest, however, no longer 
exists. 


Crop reports are now issued without 
much comment. 
There is little or, 


no 
suspense 
and 
speculation. 


Whether we have become hardened 
to the situation or whether more im- 
portant things have come into our 
lives, only the future can tell. 


H. 
FARMER MUST PROSPER 


"Crops, however, are still a very 


important factor for 
they are 
the 


basis of American prosperity. Unless 
the farmer is prosperous, the nation 
cannot be prosperous. Nearly a third 
of our poulation is dependent upon 
the crops for its income, especially 
on such crops as wheat and corn. If 
these farmers cannot make 
money, 


they cannot buy goods. The farmers 
supply the greatest buying power of 
the country. When the farmer loses 
money, the buying power of the coun- 
try is seriously curtailed. This is one 
of the great reasons for the bearish 
attitude taken today 
by financiers. 


The farming centers are depressed. 
It is possible of course, that condi- 
tions during the next few 
months 


may entirely change the situation for 
the better. The only point I ^desire 
-to make'is that the farmer has 
reached a very critical period and 
. the next few months will determine 
whether a year of effort will give 
,him a profit or a loss. A bushel of 
-grain must bring in exchange—this 
is, in other goods—as much 
as 
it 


brought In pre-war times before this 
country can have real prosperity. 


"At the close of the war America 


was raising the grain for itself and 
a large part of Europe. 
Since the 


war Europe has seeded down large 
areas and has 
correspondingly in- 


creased production of grain. 
Other 


countries, such as Canada, the Ar- 
gentine, -and Australia, owing to 
cheaper labor costs, are competing 
keenly with American farmers and 
are under-selling American grain in 
Liverpool, the wheat market of the 
world. As a result, the American 
farmer is facing a bumper crop and 
at the same time carrying over about 
one hundred million bushels from last 
year's crop. As it is very difficult 
to increase the consumption of wheat 
through any advertising 
or other 


propaganda, this puts our American 
farmers in a very critical condition. 


WATCH REPORTS 


Hence, during the next few months 


the crop reports, not only' of 
this 


country but the other great 
coun- 


tries, should be studied very carefully. 
The American farmer should not yet 
give up hope. As stated, something 
may happen, in this or some other 
country, which may entirely change 
the situation one way or the other. 
One thins, however, we all 
should 


keep in mind, namely, that 
unless 


the farmer is prosperous the rest of 
us cannot be prosperous. Hence, it 
Is up to all of us to help the farm- 
ing situation In every practical way. 


"This agricultural situation is large- 


ly responsible for the drop In the 
Babsonchart from its high point of 
II per cent above normal In March 
to 4 per cent below normal where it 
stands at the present 
time.

«nnh Is that the" farmers are treat- 
ly curtailing their buying and this 
Is being reflected throughout all in- 
dustries.

• «rs ar* suffering more than the rest.

His investigation converted 
him into an admirer of Brown Swis^ 
cattle, the determining idea being 
that these famous miix producers were 
"easy keepers" and would not only 
give a good account of their feed on 
the milk scales and in the /Babcock 
tester but also in case they might be 
brought unexpectedly to the block.

good producers of milk and butter

flesh, they can be easily fattened and 
command good prices in the butcher 
shop. 


In June. Mr. Apitz -was milking nine 


cows—a few of them grades—fed on 
nothing but pasture. His average milk 
production, daily, was 300 pounds •with 
a 3.6 test. This month, besides the 
pasture, his cows are getting some 
green corn. He often feeds with the 
roughage, a ration of ground oats and 
.corn.. . 
Mr. Apitz is enthusiastic over the 


feed value and economy of alfalfa. He 
says there is no work in raising al- 
falfa and there is a continual round 
of hard work in raising corn. 


"Whatever kind of a balanced ration 


it is advisable for a dairy cow to be 
fed. Mr. Apitz believes in raising the 
elements of that ration on the farm 
or some substitute that is just as 
good as the; one named. 


Mr. Apitz believes in milk testing as- 


sociations for the reason that in a. lo- 
cality where an official is at work, the 
owner can sell his surplus cows at a 
higher price or. account of the official 
record than elsewhere 
and» he can 


check up the factory test against the 
test of ftie association. He also says 
that the work of milk testing associa- 
tions stimulates the owners to cull out 
boarders from their herds and to fill 
their places with cows that pay for 
their feed.

stands out as the best means for securing 
redress. It seems to be easier to estab- 
lish a new system %than to modifj* an old 
or to eradicate abuses, and a new system 
offers speedy and total reform. 


Theoretical plans for full economic and 


social equity are most attractive. They 
are absolutely perfect. They assure real 


. _ equality. Not only is one man as goocl 


as another, but the weak one has earning 
power as large as the most efficient, and 
wealth is equally divided because it flows— 
to the state, ivhich allots to every citizen 
all that he needs. 


The unsatisfied and discontented feel 


that they are wronged by the system un- 
der which they live and~work. The sys- 
tem produces unfairness. A few persons 
appear to be favored by the system and 
good fortune, while the many appear to 
be scapegoats of ill luck and unjust dis- 
parities. 


The unsatisfied and discontented are 


Dot themselves at fault. 
They struggle 


Lard, but fate is against them. Oppor- 
tunity never opens its golden portals to 
' them, though it does greet others. They 
! see that opulence and happiness are not 
• equally enjoyed, and they imagine that a 


device of common ownership should bring 


i about a satisfactory distribution of prop^ 
erty. 


Those who are resentful against socie- 


ty and government are not qualified to 
decide with reason. They are agitated 
with emotional chagrin and are revolu- 
tionary.

The. public 
should be educated against the foolishness

Dr. Butler is calling 
law the great thing, and people the insig-

element in a country. That is 


strange American doctrine. The American 
citizen always thought laws rose from the 
people, and that "the people were entitled 
to change them when conditions required 
their change. The idea of law being for- 
ever the master of a people is extra- 
ordinary.

As a missioner of a government of the 


people. Dr. Butler should be recalled, but 
nobody seems eager enough to get him 
home.

BREAD VERSUS MEAT 


Can ono get as much energy, strength, endur- 


ance or staying power for work or play, out of bread 
as ono can get out of meat? How does bread com- 
pare with meat as a food? Will bread sustain a 
main at hard physical work as well as meat does? 
Can a child get as good building material from 
bread as from meat? Is bread or meat the more 
valuable food if the family can have either but not 
both? Can a man work as well on a bread diet as 
he can on a meat diet? Can a child grow as well 
on bread as on meat? In short who. if anybody 
should worry if all the butchers went out on str)ke? 


Let us size the two kinds of food up from several 


angles and see how they compare. White bread, 
according to 19$ analysis, contains in each hundred 
parts. 35 3 parts of water. 9.2 parts of protein. 2.3 
parts of fat, 53.1 parts of carbohydrate (starch and 
sugar), and 1.1 parts of mineral matter, and has a 
fuel value of 1.215 calories per pound. Round st$ak, 
according to 54 analysis, contains'in 100 parts 8.5 
parts of unedible refuse, 62 5 parts of water. 1S.S 
parts of protein, 9.2 parts of carbohydrates and 1.2 
parts of mineral matter, and has a fuel value of 
745 calories per pound. 


The protein (nitrogenous or albuminous part) is 


the building material. There is enough protein in 
half a pound of white bread to furnish the mini- 
mum essential requirement in that material for a 
strong man for one day. according to the findings 
of Hmdhede. the great Danish nutrition authority. 
Hmdhede found by actual experiments on men (not 
rats, guinea pigs or other animals) that 20 grams 
of protein ped diem in a bread diet is sufficient for 
a man. In this country it has(been commonly as- 
sumed, from experiments made upon the lower ani- 
mals, that man requires a minimum daily protein 
of about 60 grams. (An ounce is equivalent to about 
30 grams.) 


The quantity of protein in meat, is about twice 


that in bread. In this country it has been assumed 
that the protein of meat is more complete and more 
suitable for the needs of man than the' protein of 
bread, an assumption^based upon questionable de- 
ductions from experiments upon other animals than 
man 
Hmdhede. after careful experiments 
upon 


men, 
insists that the protein of bread and that of 


potatoes, and that of milk and that of meat, has 
the same biological value: that is, the protein from 
my of these sources will fully supply the needs of 
inan. 


Meat contains more fat than bread. But fat is not 


indispensable in the diet of^a healthy man. 
Meat 


contains no carbohydrates material, and that is es- 
sential in the diet of a man. jFrom starch and sug- 
ar man readily manufactures his own fat. 


In certain important mineral elements meat is 


a poor food compared with even refined white bread. 
and very inferior compared with whole wheat, gra- 
ham or bran bread. 
Bread contains more cal- 


cium (lime), an important mineral element which a 
meat diet does not furnish in sufficient amount for 
man. 


A child or adult can thrive on bread without" meat, 


but not on meat without bread or potato or some 
other starch food. 


Some meat in the diet Is generally a good thing, 


but it is by r.o means so important or so essential 
as many people imagine.
